rty, if they could be found, which he did not 
doubt.

The most singular, and at the same time amus- 
ing, thing about this sudden snap is the complete 
surprise with which it has struck that great mass of 
hum nity that has been strutting around the past 
two weeks in garments suggestive of spring as 
though they took particular pleasure in forcing the 
season. These individuais were in a painful position 
to-day and have been shivering around as 
though they were on the windward side of an ice- 
bere. Inquiry at the Signal Service shows that the 
worst of this wave will not be over today by any 
means, but on the contrary will make itself most 
sharply felt sometime to-morrow. The conditions 
that obtain now are decidediy indicative that the 
mercury will get down into the 
neighborhood of zero before to-morrow night.

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A BOARD KNOCKED OUT. 

Judge Warre of the Jackson County Crimi- 
nal Court has decided that Dr. G. L HENDER- 
SON was not guilty of violating the law in prac- 
ticing medicine without a certificate from the 
State Board of Health. 

Dr. HENDERSON had complied with the act of 
April 2, 1883, requiring him to present his di- 
ploma, together with his affidavit and a fee of 


861 to the Board. Without denying the suffi- 


ciency of his diploma, or giving him a chance 
to be heard in his own defense, the Board de- 
clared him guilty of unprofessional and dishon- 
orable conduct in the matter of advertising his 
business, and upon that ground alone refused to 
give him the certificate which the law requires 
him to file with the County Clerk. The Board 
prosecuted and a Justice of the Peace fined him 
for practicing medicine without first filing such 
certificate, and he took an appeal to the Crimi- 
nal Court. 

Judge Wuire finds that the act does not, in 
express terms, make it a misdemeanor to prac- 
tice medicine without a certificate from the 
Board of Health. If the defendant had prac- 
ticed medicine or surgery without complying 
with the provisions of the act, he would have 
been guilty of a misdemeanor. But when he 
presented his diploma, his affidavit and his fee 
of $1 to the Board, he had complied with all 
the specific duties imposed on him by the act, 
except the filing of the certificate, which was 
withheld from him by the Board. All en- 
actments interfering with natural rights are 
subject to strict construction, and nothing 
short of a clear, unequivocal declaration of law 
can deprive a physician of the natural right to 
practice his chosen profession, or impose a 
penalty for the exercise of that right. 

According to this decision, a physician hav- 
ing the other qualifications required by law 
can practice his profession under the act of 
April 2, 1883, without a certificate from the 
State Board of Health, if he complies with the 
provisions of the act in applying for a certifi- 
| cate and fails, for any reason, to obtain it. No 

matter how valid the reasons for the Board’s 
refusal, or how conclusive its decision of the 
question may be, the statute follows the ap- 
plicant no further, It does not expressly for- 
bid him to practice without a certificate, nor 
does it specifically prescribe a penalty for such 
disregard of the Board’s decision. Such a de- 
ficiency in the law itself cannot be supplied, 
in derogation of natural right, by a mere de- 
duction from the general tenor and purpose of 
the enactment. 

So vanishes into thin air a power which Gov- 
ernor CRITTENDEN’S appointees were so prompt 
toabuse. With their example before its eyes, 
the Legislature should abolish the present 
Board and provide for a new one with powers 
and duties more carefully specified.

THE city of Louisville is trying to pacify 
her howling tax-payers by a wholesale re- 
trenchment of municipal expenditures. At 
one fell swoop the Mayor’s salary has been re- 
duced from $5,000 to $4,000, his clerk’s from 
$1,800 to $1,500, the City Attorney's from $5,- 
000 to $4,000, the City Auditor's from $2,000 to 
$1,500, the City Treasurer's from $2,250 to 
$2,000. The clerk of the Board of Aldermen 
is cut down from $1,800 to $1,500, the clerk of 
the Council from $1,800 to $1,000, the City En- 
gineer from $4,000 to $3,500, and so on through 
the list of officials whose salaries are not fixed 
by the State Legislature. The salaries of the 
Fire and Police Departments remain un- 
changed, but the number of policemen is re- 
duced by forty-four and three of the twelve 
fire companies are stricken from the pay-roll, 
The City Engineer’s force is cut down and its 
pay-roll reduced from $15,000 to $9,000. The 
two superintendents of street repairs are dis- 
pensed with and the clerical force of various 
officers is reduced. All this because sundry de- 
falcations added to the expenditures have run 
the tax rate up to 2.48 on an assessment of 
property at two-thirds its cash value, and tax- 
payers are declaring with one yoice that such 
taxation is downright robbery.

It might introduce 
a vicious principle to have the result of an 
election set aside by a partisan committee, and 
until the evidence in support of Davisson’s 
election is clearly reversed he should be allowed 
to make and muddle the laws of this Common- 
wealth as provided by the Constitution thereof. 

By a majority of ten the House has adopted 
Mr. Holuax's amendment, providing that the 
$150,000 for improving the harbor at New Orie- 
ans shall be expended under the direction of 
the Secretary of War. The only reason as- 
signed for this action is Mr. HoLMan’s want of 
faith in the plans and work of the Mississippi 
River Commission. If thatis a good reason, 
why should Congress retain that commission at 
a heavy expense, and why entrust it with the 
expenditure of any money atall? If Congress 
is squandering millions on work and plans in 
which it has no faith, it is grossly betraying its 
trust and acting upon a policy which is hostile, 
rather than friendly,to the improvement of the 
Mississippi River. The appropriation for New 
Orleans harbor is a mere trifle compared with 
the vast sums required for the work of the 
commission, which should be voted and admin- 
istered with greater care, and not be wasted on 
futile work and impracticable plans.

For several years our city government has been 
in a chronic state of the blues, owing to its out-at- 
the-elbow's condition; and has viewed the world 
from the standpoint of a man who, by buying meat 
for dinner only twice a week, and by getting only 
one suit of clothes a year, barely manages to save 
up enough to pay his rent. Whenever anything in 
the way of a semi-decent city hall, or any proposi- 
tion for a general cleaning of the streets, or for the 
establishment of a creditable boulevard 
bas been suggested, it bas been received 
at the City Hall with the same spirit 


of cynicism and despondency that the impecnnious 
gentieman aforesaid would receive a query as to 
whether he was going to hear Patti. Every spring 
our city officials go through a desperate ordeal in

QUAKERS IN CONGRESS. 


Members of the Society of Friends 
Prominent in Politics. 


The Able Senator Chace of Rhode Island— 
Beu Butterworth Dr. Evans of Pennsy}l. 
vania—Changes in the “Plain” Dress a d 


Language—Interesting Facts About an In-

Wasutxorox. D. C., Fepruary.9.—The election of 
Mr. Chace of Rhode Island to the Senate, and the 
squabble just going on with reference to the seat of 
Mr. Butterworth. another Quaker, in the House, 
calls attention to the number of “friends” who 
have entered public life of late, and to those who 
have served their abuntry in official position. 
There will be in the next Congress three or more 
Quakers, Mr. Chace in tne Senate, Mr. Butterworth 


of Ohio and Mr. Evans of Pennsylvania in the | 


House. There have been a good many Quakers in 
Congress, first and last, more than is generally sup- 
posed. There was an idea in the minds of some 
people when Mr. Chace was elected to the Senate 
that he was the first member of that organization 
to ever hold a place in that body. It is now as- 
serted, however, that there was one who preceded 
him by many years. A letter recently received 
here from a student of this sort of thing asserts the 
Senate has been graced by at least one Quaker, and 
the House by many in former years. In England 


there seems to be a growing disposition 
on the part of the people to place 
Quakers in public life. There are to-day 


more than a dozen of them in the English Parlia- 
ment. John Bright, one of England's most Cele- 
brated men, is, as is well known, a Quaker, as al- 
so Mr. Foster. Rhode Island, which State sends Mr. 
Chace to the Senate, seems to have a special 
affection for Quakers, having had no less than four 
Governors of that faith, and many other officers in 
less important positions. The Quakers are not, as 
a rule, given to office seeking, On the contrary, 
those who are 
ACTIVE MEMBERS OF THE SOCIETY 

are rather inclined to shun official life. It was only 
at the solicitation of large numoersof citizens of 
his State, irrespective of party, that Mr. Chace 


consented to be a candidate for the Senate. Dr. 
Evans, who represents the Seventh Pennsylvania 
District in he House, was not an active member for 
the honor, being a physician im active practice in 
this city, and scarceiy caring to exchange success- 
ful practice of his profession for poiitical 
life. Mr. Butterworth, the present 
Commissioner of Patents, oaly consented, it will be 
re bored, to be a candidate for re-election to 
the House at the most earnest solicitation of his 
friends in Cincinnati. Pennsylvania elected two 
Quakers to this Congress, Mr. Lyons and Mr. Dun- 
can, the latter, however, dying before Congress 
met. Mr. Dorsheimer of New York, although not a 
Quaker himself, is of this stock, his mother having 
been a member of the Society of Frientis.. Senator 
Edmunds greeted Mr. Chace heartily on his election 
to thé Senate, remarking that his grandmother and 
grandfather were both Quakers. Secretary Stan- 
ton’s mother was a preacher in the Quaker Church, 
as is also the sister of Commissioner Butterwortn. 

It is believed, also, that Gen. Grant's ancestry on 
one side of the house were of Quaker stock. Mr. 

Armfield of North Carolina, a meinbor of the last 
House, was of Quaker stock, and was a warm ad- 

mirer of Mr. Chace, in whom he saw agreeabie re- 
minders of his boyhood and its associations. North 
Caroiina bad one Quaker Governor, as had also New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania. The old North State 
seems, indeed, to have been quite a fruitful spot for 
the growth of the faith, baving had among its people 
some very iliustrious examples. One of the best 
known of these was Levi Collin. the originator of the 
Underground Railroad, so famous in its day, and 
so effectual in assisting * | sla ves tofreedom. A 
son of Levi Coffin, Mr. H. W. Coffin, is now in New 
Orleans in charge of the Interior Department's dis- 

play at the Exposition there. 

It is a curious fact, that although the Quakers are 
as a rule drifting rapidly away from the character- 
istics of dress and language which marked them as 
a peculiar sect, all these men in public ufe here who 
are Quakers still speak in the “plain language,“ as 
they term it, wheu conversing with one auother or 
with their near friends. Mr. Chace, too, wears the 
“piain clothing in a limited way, his coat being of 
the peculiar cut worn by the Quakers. It is not 
Such as to attract attention, however, being merely 
a plain black coat of fine b oadclota with standing 
collar hien rolis at tne front, narrow lap being 
of velvet, and the skirts cut mucn after tue fashiou 
of the “cut-away” coat of to-day.

They further assert that the average 
woman not only bastes witha fine quality of 
thread, but throws away a yard at least after 
every seam. In the factory seam afterseam is 
run without cutting the thread, and the connect- 
ing thread between is frequently less than one- 
sixteenth of an inch. The same estimate is 
made with trimming, and where there might 
be an inch wasted on one garment the piece is 
cut for another requiring the whole amount. 
These may seem trifles to the housewife, who 
doesn’t mind wasting a quarter of a yard of 
edging now and then, but it is just this saving 
of triſſes and the wholesale cutting of pieces 
that enable the manufacturer to turn out goods 
at the present low rates. 
ADVICE TO WOMEN. 

Few women can find a plausible excuse for 
not providing themselves with nice under- 
wear. Years ago they might be pardoned for 
their shabby garments of thick, unbleached 
muslin or cotton flannel}, as the cares of a fam- 
ily prevented “trimming up” Now 50 cents 
will buy a neat underwear garment, except a 
nightdress, which can be bought anywhere for 
8 cents. To wear nice dresses and wraps and 
coarse, homely undergarments is an incongru- 
ity which no true gentlewoman should toler ate. 

CHEAPER THAN KVER BEFORE. 

There never was a time in the history of dry 
goods when women’s furnishing goods were as 
cheap as they are now, or as well made. The 
seams are all filled, button-holes have neither 
beginning nor end, and a raw edge can not be 
found. The work ona 81 garment is in every 
respect as good asthat puton one which sells 
for $13, the difference in price being altogether 
due to the quality of the cloth and the amount 
and quality of trimming used. The business of 
making women's underwear is so well estab- 
lished that manufacturers now look to reputa- 
tion, and only the best grades of goods are used 
as a rule. One may buy a nightdress trimmed 
with edging for 35 cents, but the trimming is 
80 that it will last as long asthe muslin, 
and un entire year’s wear can from 


both. | 
PRETTY SKIRTS. 

For winter wear there are always demands 
for flannel skirts. which are made scant and 
short. Hand-embroidered flannel may be pur- 
chased by the yard, but ready-made skirts are 
offered so cheap in the down-town stores that it 
does not pay to make them. Plain flannel 
skirts with hems and tucks stitched with silk 
are sold for $1 35, and others with scalloped 
edge, hand work, can be bought for 61 75. 
More elaborate ones have the seams feather- 
stitched, and the bottom to a depth of six 
inches utifully embroidered with stars, 
leaves and flowers, and are sold at trom $2 75 
to $11. A beautiful garment for $3 is made of 
crimson flannel, and the work at the bottom 
would take a woman a month todo, provided 
she made an evening task of it.
